It  belongs  to  them 
legally  through  a Board  of  Trustees 
of  whom  at  least  tour-fifths  are  re- 
quired by  the  charter  to  be  members 
of  Baptist  churches  in  the  State  of 
Kentucky.  The  title  to  the  proper- 
ty is  vested  in  this  board.  The  first 
board  was  appointed  by  an  act  of 
the  Legislature,  which  incorporated 
them  as  the  legal  owners  of  the 
property,  on  the  petition  of  the 
Trustees  of  Bethel  High  School.  The 
Trustees  of  Bethel  High  School  had 
been  elected  by  the  Bethel  Baptist 
Association.  The  present  amended 
charter  makes  the  College  Board 
self  sustaining,  by  the  election  ol 
three  new  members  annually.

Kich inoint  College,  Richmond,  Va. — 

Pkof.  H.  H.  Barkis:— 

The  bond  of  union  between  Rich- 
mond College  and  the  Baptists  of  the 
State,  is  more  moral  than  organic. 
It  is  a Baptist  institution  because 
the  Baptists  established  and  sup- 
port it.  The  only  organic  connec- 
tion is  through  the  Educational 
Board  of  the  Virginia  Baptist  Gen- 
eral Association,  which  has  the 
right  to  recommend  candidates  for 
the  ministry  to  free  tuition  in  the 
college  and  to  nominate  men  to  till 
any  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. This  latter  right  it  has  rarely 
exercised. 

The  property  was  bought  in  1833 
by  a body  calling  itself  tbe  Virginia 
Baptist  Education  Society  and  was 
turned  over  in  1812  to  the  Trustees 
of  Richmond  College.  In  case  of 
failure  to  keep  up  a college,  the 
properly  reverts  to  the  Educational 
Board  of  the  General  Association. 
The  title,  therefore,  rests  with  the 


any  vuftiiftvft  • 
would  suggest  as  to  our  relations  to 
the  denomination.  1 would  prefer  not 
to  attempt  to  establish  any  control 
of  the  college  by  any  Association, 
State  or  district;  for  tbe  simple  rea- 
son that  such  a body  has  uo  legal 
status.  It  is  dependent  for  Its  exis- 
tence solely  on  the  voluntery  union 
ot  churches,  which  may  cease  at 
pleasure  to  associate  themselves 
under  the  same  name.  Even  if  they 
should  become  incorporated,  they 
would  be  only  what  tbe  college  al- 
reauy  has.

Hence  1 am  of  opinion, 
that  if  the  Association,  State  or 
District, desires  to  obtain  any  legis- 
lation which  will  secure  the  college 
to  the  body  or  to  the  churches  in 
the  State  at  large;  the  simplest  ana 
best  method  Is,  to  have  a board  ap- 
pointed by  authority  of  the  Legisla- 
ture on  the  nomination  of  the  State 
or  District  Association. 

Our  board  is  not  required  to  make 
a report  to  any  body  of  organized 
Baptists  in  the  State,  nevertheless 
we  always  do  make  such  a report  to 
Bethel  Association. 

I question  seriously  the  scriptural 
and  political  right  ot  large  accumu- 
lations of  property  in  the  hands  of 
religious  bodies.  That  might  suit 
the  spirit  and  scope  ot  a hierarchy, 
but  not  of  Baptist  churches  associa- 
ted together  for  missionary  pur- 
poses.
